For good health you can form 
no better habit than that of getting 
sufficient quantities of vitamins and 
minerals regularly. 

Q. What is the official medical stand 
on vitamins t 

A. "All efforts to obtain an adequate 
diet should be made.” says a recent 
official medical report, "hut the diet 
may properly be supplemented with 
appropriate vitamin preparations.” 

Q. Are vitamin needs greater in 
t cintert 

A. It’s not so much that the need is 
greater as it Is that the lack is apt 
to be more keenly felt. A vitamin- 
deficient body is susceptible to colds 
and. of course, is more exposed in 
raw than in warm weather. 

Q. Can we get enough vitamins i 
from foodsf 

A. Theoretically, yes. In practice 
most housewives haven’t the knowl- I 
edge or time to plan properly bal- ] 
anced meals day in and day out. ! 
And large amounts of vitamins are 
lost or destroyed in cooking. 


Women, Dr. Okey concluded, 
should "bone” up on nutrition. 
Leaflets and pamphlets are avail, 
able from countless sources, in¬ 
cluding the government agencies 
and those supplied by the Home 
Demonstration Service and the 
Agricultural Extension Division 
of the University of California. 

Local councils of defense 
throughout California, through 
their nutrition committees, are 
organizing classes in nutrition, 
and Dr. Okey said these classes 
offered an excellent opportunity 
to learn about wartime nutrition 
She urged any woman, desiring 
to take such a course, to contact 
her local defense council or local 
chapter of the Red Cross.

unaen point rationing. As you probably knew, 
the red stamps in your War Ration Book Num¬ 
ber Two are to be used in the purchase of these 
products. 

Since you are already familiar with the use of 
point ration stamps in bus ing canned and dried 
fruits and vegetables, the new stamps should pre¬ 
sent little difficulty. The new red stamps are to 
be handled in almost exactly the same way as ti e 
blue ones that you have been using. One impor¬ 
tant difference, however, is in the way that the 
stamps are to be made effective. Each week (at 
least for the first four weeks) a new group of 
stamps is to become valid. Here is the schedule 
lor the first four red stamps:

As in the case of the processed foods already 
under the rationing program, point values are cn 
a "per pound" basis, with differences in values 
according to the supply with regard to consumer 
preferences. You wiil be free to apportion your 
"red" stamps as you wish for meats, cheese, but¬ 
ter, etc., according to the eating haDits of your 
family. Each Safeway store has a new chart 
posted to indicate the point values of all foods 
that are included in this new group of rationed 
foods.
